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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1-32 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does 
not teach an intake air dehumidification system for an internal combustion engine as recited in 
independent claims 1, 22, and 28, and in particular the combination of a peltier junction device to 
cool and condense moisture from ambient air supplied by an intake conduit to an intake 
manifold; means for determining a specific humidity value of the air supplied to the intake 
manifold; and a control circuit producing a control signal to control the peltier junction device to 
maintain the air supplied to the intake manifold near a target humidity value.
